General 
Trepoff is known to be under sentence 
by the fighting organization of the 
Social Revolutionists, and so far as 
can be ascertained, has not left his 
quarters in the palace since the assas­ 
sination of Grand Duke Sergius.

Senator Martin Hogg, law partner 
of District Attorney J. B. Kealing, has 
pushed through the senate two import­ 
ant election bills. 
>ne is Intended to 
purify the primary elections in indi­ 
anapolis, and by so doing to take the 
control of th* organizations from the 
hands of the m achines existing in 
each party. 
The other measure is in­ 
tended to purify the elections through­ 
out the entire state by providing pun­ 
ishm ent of the vote buyer as well as 
the seller. 
Senator Hugg stole a 
march cm the m achine politicians of 
Indianapolis by pushing the primary 
bill through before they had a chance 
to get next to what it meant. 
He 
seeks the repeal of the Joss primary 
law Introduced and put through four 
years ago by Fred Joss, then a m em­ 
ber of tho senate 
and one of the 
wheel-horseg of the Book w alter m a­ 
chine, which has since been demol­ 
ish'**!. 
This primary law nev^r placed 
any restraint on the corruptionists, as 
It made it optional with the precinct 
commit trom en to determ ine w hether 
or not there .should be a direct uri­ 
n a r y or nor/m-.ating convention 
The 
latter method was usually selected 
and the machine ran things to suit 
itself until it was routed in the last 
municipal election. 
The machine men 
' a;e now working to defeat the bill 
when it r. ache* the house. 


The provisions of the Hugg primary 
bill are interest mg to politicians, be­ 
ing a departure fro*m all former laws 
on the subject fn this state. 
Both 
parties shall hold prim aries at the 
sam e time and place 
Except in the 
case of the election of precinct com* I 
mifteemen, there shall be no separate* 
primaries. 
The bill is so drawn as 
to prevent the old organizations from 
perpetual ing 
their 
control, 
as 
the 
county officials are given powers of 
supervision. 
The secrecy of the bal­ 
lot.!?; to lie maintained and heavy pen­ 
alties are provided for i l l egal voting. 
Opponents of un* hill are pointing out 
that it is unfair to both parties to com­ 
pel them to hold their nom inating pri­ 
maries the >aiii** time and at the same 
place, and further teat it should lie 
optional with Tie workers as to wheth­ 
er or not the nominations shall be by 
direct vote or convention. 
Au effort

Indianapolis Suffers a Million Dollar 


Fire Loss. 


Indianapolis, Feb. 20.—Fire which 
broke out shortly before IO o’clock 
laet night in the wholesale millinery 
establishm ent of Fahnley & McCrea 
gained such headway and spread so 
rapidly that, when two hours later 
the flames were under control, the en­ 
tire south half of tho sqnare bounded 
by Louisiana and Georgia, Meridian 
and McCrea streets, was a mass of 
broken, twisted ruins a t a loss approx­ 
im ating $1,200,000. 
Falling walls, explosions and the 
cracking of plate glass added to the 
spectacular effect of the scene. Show­ 
ers of sparks, clouds of smoke, and 
even blazing planks, were whirled up 
into the air by the force of the heat 
and wind, the fiery deluge descending 
upon adjoining buildings and time and 
again threatening the Union Station 
with destruction.

the firemen worked for an hour with­ 
out making any noticeable impression 
upon the flames.
